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DETAILED ACTION 

The claims of instant case would be allowable as stated below once these items 
are provided by applicant. 



(1 ) Assignee Consent 

Applicant must provide the assignee's written consent to the reissue in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.172(a). The assignee must establish its ownership in 
accordance with 37 CFR 3.73(b). There is an assent of assignee with 37 CFR 3.73(b) 
statement box checked, but I don't see where there is a 3.73(b) certificate. Further PTO 
assignment records show that the patent is no longer owned by the assignee that 
originally assented. Therefore, a new consent and 3.73(b) certificate signed by current 
assignee (CITICORP NORTH AMERICA, INC.) are required. 

(2) Declaration 

(a) The Reissue Declaration filed 9/22/2004 failed to properly identify at least 
one 35 U.S.C.251 error. The oath /declaration must specifically identify an error. Any 
error in the claims must be identified by reference to the specific claim(s) and the 
specific claim language wherein lies the error.
